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1, A high-vanking Communist official, whe has been in Hong Kong for some time 
working on plans for the invasion of Taiwan, stated on 12 September that the 
invasion has been definitely postponed until 1951. The Communists, he said, 
mast now make long-range plans. 


2, This Communist official has since 5 September been devoting his full time to 
business affairs for the Communist Government. 
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
